Marin City 
Burglaries

NO REPORT RECEIVED 
Marin Sheriff Walter Seilmer said 
he had heard of the burglary but 
would not receive a written report 
“until the investigation has been 
completed.” 
At Marin City, Sheriffs deputies 
«plained the burglars entered the 
building by breaking a rear win- 
dow. Intide, deputies said the night­ 
time visitors took hinges off doors 
and sprung locks to enter the places 
of business. 
At the liquor store, Brice Brothers 
reported the theft of 29 cases of 
liquor, 2S0 cartons of cigarettes, 10 
boxes of gum, and six boxes of cigars.

Her mother, Mrs. Francis F. Sev­ 
erance of 5 Boulevard terrace, No­ 
vato, today stated that doctors had 
decided that so much of the muscle 
structure of Mrs. Baxters left leg 
had been destroyed by the injury 
that she would be crippled for life 
unless the leg was removed. New 
prosthetic appliances, say the doc­ 
tors, are so efficient that an artifi­ 
cial limb would be of much greater 
use and benefit to her than her 
own damaged kg. 
Mm. Severance stated that evi­ 
dence shows her daughter was not 
driving the car at the time of the 
accident as had been previously 
claimed. The timber which pene­ 
trated the front of the car went 
through the center of the front seat 
ripping off Mrs. Baxter’s clothing 
and injuring her left leg. Walter

tem of daily inspection and a new 
building code to replace the

code would help in solving many of 
the difficulties. 
Inspector Ryan made the state­ 
ment in reply to Kott’i complaints 
against the building inspectors of­ 
fice. 


INSPECTOR ON TRIAL 
"To put it concisely/’ Ryan de­ 
clared. “this is putting the building 
inspector instead of building vio­ 
lators on trial * Ryan explained 
that he agrees with daily inspections 
gild has in the past put in requests 
to the Board of Supervisors for an 
addition to his staff of five.

prisals against contractors, he said,

EDITORIAL COMMENT 
Tam By-Pass Route Is Only 
Part Of Needed Progress 


" . . . in it least two year», if present plans 
fblkrw the normal route of county business, the 
road problem will be solved.” 


This prediction was made in an article in 
the Marin Magazine published in the Inde­ 
pendent-Journal November 11, 1950, about the 
Tama!pais High school rood realignment 
Monday, save one day being two years since 
that prediction, the road around the Tam High 
property was dedicated and opened. 
It is not the prediction, of course, that is 
infportam, except that it was a fairly accurate 
guess of how long it takes projects like this to 
be started and finished in Marin county. 


But it took a while for the county to nego­ 
tiate to bring the strip of property needed for 
a right-of-way under one ownership—that of 
the county. Property along which the road was 
planned belonged to the Bothin estate, the dty 
of Mill Valley and the high school A stream 
had to be diverted, a rail line had to be crossed. 
The actual building of the road took a long 
tune. Din fill was placed on the area and time 
had to be allowed for it to settle. 
The important things are two. One—the 
campus of Tamalpaii high school is now' uni­ 
fied. I wo—The new road is the iiist step in 
getting a faster, less snake like route into the 
Mill Valley area. 
Problems concerning the school were many. 
There was the problem of delinquency. Police 
files showed there was considerable juvenile 
unrest along the highway, possibly the rwak of 
dashes between students and motorists. 
At least this one problem will be eliminated, 
because students no longer will have to cross 
a public and heavily traveled highway to get 
from the main part of the campu. to the high 
school gymnasium and athletic fields. 
Whether it will eliminate general occurrences 
of juvenile delinquency, only time will tell 
Some school officials, inddentalfy, believe much 
that is reported as delinquency ii merely a 
recitation of childish pranks and the natural 


There has been opposition by a few people 
to the by-pass plan. There will probably be 
opposition to an extension of Miller avenue. 
But, in the long run, the new road is a good 
thing for all—and an extension wiU be an even 
better thing. 


It will also be a good thing if responsible 
county officials don’t forget that a study of the 
extension should be continued.

This is, I 
think, a conservative estimate of 
the time it will take after %m in­ 
auguration on January 20 for the 
new Cabinet and their principal 
lieutenant« to settle into the de­ 
partment« and the agencies, for 
the new Congress to shake itself 
down and to make itself ready for 
new business. Almost certainly, 
therefore, the new administration 
wffl not be able to act before 
spring on policies which require 
big legislation, in the seme of 
military commitments, economic 
measures, and appropriations. 


THIS PROTRACTED DEL AT is 
open to misunderstanding abroad 
among our allies and friends, and 
most dangerously among our ad­ 
versaries. They wffl misunderstand 
the situation dangerously if they 
suppose that during the inter­ 
regnum the American government 
will be incapable of reacting swift­ 
ly and decisively in an emergency. 
In this important sense there to 
no paralysis of the American gov­ 
ernment. and no one abroad need 
fear that there to a paralysis and 
no one need allow himself to be 
tempted to act as if there were one. 
But while the commitments of 
guarantee, which are in our alli­ 
ances both in Europe and in the 
Pacific, are and will undoubtedly 
remain in full force, there is bound 
to be a re-examination of the 
measures and even of some of the 


the other, their obligation* to their 
own people to maintain a toler­ 
able and, over a long period, a 
rising standard of Hfe, 
In this sense France and Great 
Britain are both greatly over-ex- 
tended. France cannot fight the 
war in Indo-Ching, cannot develop 
and support her position in Af­ 
rica, cannot raise the largest 
ground army in Western Europe, 
and still maintain a standard of 
Hie at home which the French 
people will accept 


IN THIS SENSE, too. Great 
Britain to greatly over-extended, 
unable, that to to say, to support, 
even at what is now a very bleak 
and austere standard of life, the 
whole rearmament program and 
her military commitments In Ger­ 
many and in the Middle East and 
In Southeast Asia. 
In a different sense Western 
Germany end Japan will find 
themselves greatly extended if they 
really carry out the military com­ 
mitments which their governments 
have signed. 
Both the Gfrmans and the Jap­ 
anese know this. 
The conflict to great between 
what their people are able and 
willing to do and what these gov­ 
ernment* have promised to do. 
what they are expected to do, and 
what they are being pressed by 
our military and diplomatic mis­ 
sions abroad to hurry up and do. 
This conflict to, I believe, the basic 
cause of that tension which shows 
itself on the one h a n d in a 
mounting anti-American feeling 
and on the other in what in many 
policie* which Implement these »1- _ forms is neutralism We would-not 
lianees. This will coma about not 
because the Eisenhower adminis­ 
tration has any very different 
principles than the Truman ad­ 
ministration but because the con­ 
ditions of the world hsve changed 
and a re-examination to necessary. 


ALMOST NOTHING WAS SAID 
about toils during the campaign. 
For some months before the cam­ 
paign even began it was evident 
that re-examination and recon­ 
sideration were not only desirable 
but unavoidable. This was so obvi­ 
ous that one of the practical ques­ 
tions under constant discussion in 
ths leading governments was how 
to postpone the negotiations until 
the new American administration 
waa installed and ready for busi- 


Why was it, one may ask, that 
by common consent there was in 
the campaign no discussion of, 
hardly so much aa an allusion to, 
the jMrious problems of foreign 
policy which now demand our at­ 
tention? Not, I think, because 
Eisenhower and Stevenson were 
net well aware that these prob­ 
lems were coming up. The reason 
why they were so prudent end so 
discreet is, at bottom, that the 
Issues in these matters divide both 
parties more deeply within them­ 
selves than they divided the two 
candidates. Gov. Stevenson could 
not discuss ths troubles, which are 
marked by popular resentment and 
resistance within our alliances, in­ 
to which President Truman and 
Secretary Acheson were running. 
And for Gen. Elsenhower, who was 
still wrestling with the isolation­ 
ists and was not yet confirmed in 
his leadership, the whole subject 
was much too hot to handle. 


THE SUBJECT, IS COMPLI­ 
CATED, is charged with emotion, 
and to open to hysteria and to 
distortion. The fundamental fact 
to that the key nations in the 
worldwide network of alliances 
around the Communist orbit are * 
unable to carry out fully their ob­ 
ligation*: their foreign commit­ 
ments on the one hand and on 


be so unpopular abroad if the 
tasks with which we are Identified 
in our ardent efforts to save the 
world were not so disagreeable. 


THE TASKS, WHICH MA$E 
the American taskmasters so un­ 
popular, are—we may fairly claim 
—disagreeable in relation to how 
vitally necessary they are felt to 
be. What Britain and France, or 
for that matter the United mates 
or any other country, are “able” 
or not able to do to in considerable 
degree a function of what they be­ 
lieve they have to do. When their 
heavy obligation* were agreed to 
in 1950, the Wgtteyn world on $j* 
whole belilvedtaat Kotea was the 
opening campaign of the third 
World War. What the allied gov­ 
ernment*, led by the United States, 
agreed to then was what they 
thought they had to do in order to 
survive in the toar which they be­ 
lieved would come by 1981 
But if there to to be no great 
war within that period of tome, 
thro our allies will not accept a 
lowering of their standard “of Ufe 
in order to carry out the com­ 
mitments of 1950. We ought at 
least to understand how they feel, 
for our people are expecting a re­ 
duction of their tax burden. They 
axe expecting it for the same 
reason that the British and the 
French and the others are com­ 
plaining. Hie belief existe now 
that the threat of a great war In 
the near future ha* been met— 
that the guarantees of the At­ 
lantic Pact, that the success of 
American rearmament, and that 
the very considerable improve­ 
ment in the military resources of 
Western Europe, have for the time 
being redressed the mllitary-bal- 
ance of power. 
It to because of this funda­ 
mentally favorable change in the, 
estimate of the world situation that 
tlfc re-examination of our policies 
ha* become necessary. That does 
not make the problem* which will 
come up easy or simple to deal 
with. But it doe* make them less 
alarming.

fruit-cake making in mind. This 
recipe for that scrumptious holi­ 
day concoction should be baked a 
month to six weeks before Christ­ 
mas so that the cakes can mellow. 
This fruit cake slices best when it 
has been allowed to age, knd it re­ 
mains moist. 
You win note that the recipe 
directs keeping the cake in a cool 
place while it mellows. By cool 
place we mean a kitchen cabinet 
or pantry where the temperature is 
not inclined to go much beyond 
70 degrees. If you do store the 
wrapped cakes at room tempera­ 
ture in this way, place them in a 
tightly covered tin box. 
However, if you can spare the 
refrigerator 
space, 
the 
wrapped 
cakes will mellow even better there, 
and they slice wonderfully well when 
they are cold. 
Stored in either place, the cakes 
should be wrapped in two thickness­ 
es of heavy waxed paper or in one 
thickness of aluminum foil. 
One more Up: Spread your fruit­ 
cake making over two days. On 
one day get the dried and candied 
fruit and nutmeats ready and mtr 
with a cup of flour as the recipe 
directs. Next day prepare the bat­ 
ter, mix with the floured fruit and 
nuts and bake the cakes. 
Note that this recipe calls for 


thrifty, convenient, and nutritious 
evaporated milk—and that it makes 
two to four loaves. Keep one or 
two for the family, give one or two 
gaily-wrapped loaves away. Since 
this fruit cake is neither dark nor 
light, but in between, a lot of eaters 
will enjoy it.

Sausalito. was elected 
president of the California Academy 
of General Practice this week at its 
fourth annual Scientific Assembly 
held in Los Angeles. 


Among the 2XX» family doctors 
from California and surrounding 
dates who attended the medical 
meeting at Hotel Statler were the 
following from Marin: 


Dr». R, B. Hartman and Donald 
Fowler of Mill Valley; Drs. Dallas 
Wagner, Alex Miller, and Rafael 
Duííiey of San Rafael; and Dr. 
Ralph Weaeman of Novato 
During the four day meeting, 24 
noted medical authorities from all 
over the United States spoke on the 
latest surgical techniques and the 
most recent developments in ob­ 
stetrics and general medicine. 
The Academy was started four 
years ago by a group of family doc­ 
tors whose purpose his been to raise 
the standards of medical care by 
requiring its members to continually 
keep up with postgraduate educa 
Uon, 


“Excessive surgical fees, charged 
by a few unethical surgeons, have 
encouraged secret rebates, ‘ghost- 
surgery* and other practices not in 
the best Interest of the patient.” 
This charge was made this week 
in Los Angeles by the California 
Academy of General PractiAa hold­ 
ing its fourth annual scientific as­ 
sembly at the Hotel Statler. The 
academy called on the American 
College of Surgeons and all other 
medical groups to help eliminate 
what it called “one of the basic 
causes for ‘fee-splitting’—the exces­ 
sive surgical fee,” 
In a resolution adopted by its 
members, the academy said, "All 
too often a family doctor spends 
considerable time in making an ac­ 
curate diagnosis, give pre and post 
operative care and assists in the 
surgical operation, but will not sub­ 
mit a bill because the surgeon's fee 
is more than the patient can afford* 
“This.* 
the 
academy 
stated, 
“brought on a resentment from the 
family doctor and the eventual 
abuses that followed. It has helped 


create the 'ghost surgeon’ who is 
willing to secretly perform another 
doctor s surgery;’ 
The resolution stated that, “re­ 
gardless of the cause for making 
secret rebates, the practice was not 
in the best interest of the patient 
and, therefore, membership in the 
academy would be denied to any­ 
one found engaging in such a prac­ 
tice.” It called for, “a fair division 
of fees based on each physicians 
participation In the case.” 
The resolution emphasised the 
obligation of the family doctors to 
see that the consultants to whom 
they refer patients, charge fair and 
reasonable fees, and urged both pa­ 
tients and doctor to discuss fees 
openly and freely before an opera­ 
tion or treatment 
The academy statement also said, 
"an over-supply of surgical special­ 
ists in many areas leads. to the 
making of rebates. In an ¿fort to 
find more business, the 


highly 
qualified 
surgeons,’* 
the 
academy said, “and have found they 
are able to keep busier, enjoy know­ 
ing their patients better and still 
have the satisfaction of using their 
special skills and ability:’ 
"Medical schools themselves could 
also do much to correct the situa­ 
tion by putting more emphasis on 
training general practitioners who 
are in far greater demand than the 
strictly surgical specialist.”
